The present invention relates to the field of food industry and more specifically to the 
manufacture of semi-finished tea. 

A process is already known for making black tea in which green tea leaf is withered, 
twisted and sorted into a fine and a coarse fraction, the resulting fine fraction is 
twisted again, femnented and fired [see ref. 1]. 

However, a problem arises in this process of the prior art, because the tea stalks are 
pulverized during the multi-stage comminution of the coarse fraction, and the 
crushed stalks contaminate the finished product, thereby reducing its quality. 

The aim of the present invention is therefore to improve the quality of the finished 
product by increasing the number of ruptured cells in the tea leaves but without 
pulverizing the stalks. 
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This aim is achieved with the aid of the process according to the present invention, 
in which the green tea leaves are withered, twisted and sorted Into a fine and a 
coarse fraction, the resulting fine fraction is re-twisted, femnented and fired, while the 
coarse fraction obtained by sorting is rolled, mixed, femnented and fired. 

The process according to the invention is carried out as described below. 

Green tea leaf is withered in the usual equipment to a residual moisture content of 
67%, using air at a temperature of 38-40°C. The resulting leaf Is introduced in tum 
Into a set of five intermittently operating rollers in batches of 200 kg. The twisting in 
each roller box takes 20 min and is followed by sorting. The fine fraction obtained 
here is twisted again for 20 min, then femiented in the usual chamber and fired. 
The coarse fraction obtained by sorting is rolled on a screw-type compressing 
machine. The rolled leaf and the juice separating out of it are mixed for 20 min and 
then femiented and fired. 

The process according to the present invention improves the quality of the 
finished tea, because it increases the number of ruptured cells in the leaves 
to 90-95% without pulverizing the stalks, which raises the price of the finished 
product by 23 kopeks per kilogram. 

Claims 

Process for the preparation of black tea, in which green tea leaf is withered, twisted 
and sorted into a fine and a coarse fraction, and the resulting fine fraction is re- 
twisted, fermented and fired, characterized in that , in order to improve the quality 
of the finished product by increasing the number of ruptured cells without pulverizing 
the stalks, the coarse fraction obtained by sorting is rolled and mixed, which is 
followed by femnentation and firing.
